The Eiflel Tower. 

The Eiffel 'Tower, at Paris, has 
been very sucoessful in every way. At 
first said that it would not be safe, 
and that it would he very ugly. But 
now all arc agreed that it i.s porfootly 
safe, and it is an ornanieiit instead of 
an eyesore. Mr. FlifFel built it in 
order to become famous as a skillful 
eugiuocr tind also to make money by 
charging admission to it. Yon have 
to pay one franc (20 cents), to go up 
to tlie fli-st ])latfonn by tlio sttiirs. 
[f you go up to tlie second platform 
by "elevator, you pay two francs, and 
if yon go to the very top, tvhich is 
aluiost 1,000 feet high, the charge is 
five francs. 'The tower has been 
c.rowdcd with visitors all summer. 'The 
average number has been 20,000 a day 
and the daily receipts about $10,000". 
None of the" delegates to the fVorkPs 
Congress of the Deaf was able to get 
to the top, because the elevator wsis 
always crowded. Some people who 
got up early in the morning for the 
purpose of going to the top of the 
tower ■were disappointed, because 
even at that time the tower rvas so 
crowded that they could not get into 
llic elevator. 

'Phe tower cost about one million 
dollars. It is estimated that it will 
bo about half paid for this year. Mr. 
Eiffel has to pay. to the city one- 
fonrth of his receipts. The tower 
will be taken down at the end of ten 
years, if not before. In the mean- 
time Mr. Eiflfel lias been well 
advertised, and he will, probably get 
some big fees as cousnlMng engineer 
for large and costly w(/rks, such as 
hi idges, tu inels and so on. 


The German People Pay Him 
Much Deference. 

AlLscliief-Loving’ He Steals Oft' 

and Makes the Soldiers I 

Salute Him. ; 

You have lieard how, all wdthin a 
year, Cerrnaiiy has had, one after 
another, three Emperors. . First, the. 
dear old Emperor 'William, whom | 
evorvbody loved, died; and then his 
son Frederick, wdio was already very 
ill, took his place, but was Fniperor ■ 
for a short time only, when he died, j 
leaving tlie throne in turn to his ' 
oldest son, William, who is the pres- j 
eut Emperor. It is to be hoped that j 
he will reign a long time, for the | 
(iermaii nation feels it has had sor- j 
row enough in one short year. 

A year ago it was a very interost- 
ing sight to see together the great 
grandfather, Fniperor William, his 
son, his grandson, and his tiny groat- 
graiulsou, all born to be Emperors. 
Now tliere are left only the [iresent 
Emperor and his little boy, who is the 
(h'owu Prinoo William and the future 
Emperor of Geniiany. Can you im- 
agine what it must be like to know 
that some day you will ho a king and 
to have evoryiiody making you re- 
inomber it at the time from the mo- 
ineut you know enough to talk? 
It is a very serious tiling, and though 
it mav amuse a little fellow 
very innch, I fancy he sometimes 
wi.slics, as ho grows older, that he 
had never been born with such a 
lieavy burden to carry through life. 
For lie must learn everything that it 
is possible for a man to know. He 
cannot govern other peoiilo unless ho 
know.s how to govern himself, and 
tliorcfore ho must be strictly disci- 
.pliiicd. 

'The little Crown Prince ^Villiam 
of Cerinany is now only six years old, 

I and he finds it a very fine thing to 
j live in a great palace and get hoaiiti- 
I fill jircseuts from his great great- 
: grandmother. Queen Victoria of 
England. He eats and sleeps and 
learns to read just like any other 
little boy, and when ho is naughty he 
gets punished; sometimes he even 
gets a little whipping, or he is put to 
bed with only bread to eat. 

Ho is a very loving, affectionate 
child, but he is full of mischief, and 
often gives his nurse and governess a 
deal of trouble. Older people pay 
him much attention. IThen he 
drives out, all the people in the street 
take off their hats to him; all the 
other children make low hows, which 
he very gravely returns, as he has 
boon taught. 'Would it not seem 
very qireer to yon to have oven groat 
men and old ladies always making 
wav for yon, a litttle child, to pass, 
and paying you such attention? 
'I’he little crown prince’s papa 
I and mamma have to train him care- 
j fill y lest he forget, after all, ho 
I is only a little child, and that ho 
i will owe everything he has to these 


people over ■whom he must rule j 
some day, and whose good he must | 
think of before he thinks of himself. 

But the mischief-loving crown 
jiriiice sometimes does very funny 
tilings, and he takes advantage as 
little as he is, of his position to get 
some fun out of it. Around the 
palace in Berlin are stationed the 
king’s guard — -soldiers who stand 
before the palace night and day, that 
no harm may come to the royal 
household. When any member of 
the Eiiiporor’s family passes in I 
and out before the court, 
where they are stationed, each ' 
soldier must salute him and present 
arms. 'I’he little crown prince liked 
very much to see the.se soldiers handle 
their guns and stand up so straight 
and stiff when his papa took him by 
them. 'I'liey looked very funny to 
him. Ho noticed when he was 
aliiio.st a baby that every time he 
himself passed the guard every man 
saluted him. 

A year ago his great-grandpapa. 
Emperor '\Villiani, stood by the 
window of the palace on an upper 
floor, looking down into court, 
'i'heii he suddenly saw something 
very fjueer. 'Die soldiers on guard 
were going tli rough what seemed like 
a drill. Every half-minute they would 
present arms, 'riie old Emperor 
watched them for some time, growing 
more mystified every moment, 
and at la.st he doseeiided to see; 
if these soldiers had lost tlieir wits. 
What do yon think he saw? He 
found behind a pillar of the doorway 
the then five-year-old little crown 
prince, who had run away and was 
liaving great fun all' by himself, 
though it was not at all fun for the 
soldiers, who, however, dared not 
complain, nor fail to show the little 
future king the greatest deference. 

'The naughty child would hide 
behind the great stone pillar half a 
minute, then suddenly jump out in 
front of it, and look at the soldiers, 
who promptiv presented arms. He 
would wait out of sight till they had 
resumed their ivositioii, when he 
would suddenly appear again. 
For half an hour he had 
kept up this little game till the 
soldiers were getting tired, hirt he 
seemed to be enjoying it as much as 
ever when he found himself caught 
by the old Emperor. Yoir know how 
very good and forgiving grandpas are. 
'Phe good old Emperor knew that 
his little great-grandson was very 
naughty, but he could not help laugh- 
ing when he saw the funny sight, 
and the two went Inuid in hand up 
the stair-c<ase both laughing with glee 
at the escape. But the Emperor 
related the scene to the mamma of 
the little prince, leaving it to her to 
give the punishment which he had 
Tiot the heart to administer. I didn’t 
want to tell you what happened then 
to the little future king, but I 
suppose I must. His royal mamma 
whipped his little hand till he cried, 
and took away from him all his toy 
soldiers for a week. This was quite 
right; for not even an Emperor has a 
right to make, his subjects rediculous 
for his amusement. 


A crown prince must be taught to 
bo a brave soldier, and know all 
about leading armies, and how to 
carry on war if occasion arises. So 
this little ])rince has a uniform, with 
a tiny sword, and a very pretty and 
funny little fellow he is when begets 
it on and goes out with his papa to 
a revievv, or to drive beside him in a 
carriage. W'hen ho is dressed like a 
soldier he must give the regular mili- 
tary salute to every one he meets who 
bows to him. MMien he is in his 
other dress he must take off his hat, 
and bow and smile. He loves bis 
uniform very dearly, and begs to 
wear it often. Not long ago he drove 
out witliout it, aud amused everyone 
by giving the stiff military salute 
while he wore his sailor hat. 'L’his 
was also a piece of mischief, and ho 
did it to make the people uncomfort- 
able; for he knew they dared not 
laugh in his face. I am sorry to say 
that his. little majesty merited and 
got anotlier punishment. It is not 
often, hovvever, that it is necessary to 
be very severe with the fun-loving 
boy. He already learns three lang- 
uages, is very diligent, and tries to 
behave as lie is told, Ilis favorite 
toys are tin soldiers, little, cannon 
and flags, and forts made of wooden 
blocks. He feels himself quite a 
little man; for, though he is only six 
years old, he has four little brothers, 
all younger than himself. 

'i'he little prince has a pony and 
pony carriage, and when out in the 
country he drives the little pony 
himself; but in the city he always 
drives in a big carriage beside bis 
governess. All the 2 ieople love him 
because he looks so good-natured and 
full of full, hut he is a little shy 
sometimes when the crowd looks at 
him very hard; still he hows and 
smiles, and takes his hat off like a 
little man. 

Ill our country we choose a man, 
a President, to rule over us, aud very 
often he never dreams that he is to 
be a great ruler of a great jieojile 
until he is chosen. But in Germany, 
and in England, and in some other 
coniitries, a boy is born to be King 
or Emjioror. Ho cannot choose to bo 
anything else when he grows uji. 
Even when a little baby be is looked 
n]ion as the future ruler. I am sure 
i this Crown Prince, 'William of Gor- 
j many, with his sweet nature and the 
I careful training he will have, will 
grow nji to he a good man, for he is 
, every day tauglit obedience, self- 
denial, and to do unto others as he 
would have others do unto him. 
He is also taken sometimes by his 
grandmother, the Flmpress Victoria, 
to visit the poor, and taught to give 
out of bis own money gold jiieces to 
help them, aud he is taught to be 
kind and polite to the humblest ser- 
' vaut in the Empire . — Margery 
Deane.

A VERY FINE ALBUM. 

It Contains Siteciinons of Art 
Work by tlie l>eaf. 

The Board of Directors of the 
New York Institution for the Deaf 
: ami Dumb, in order to illustrate the 
methods employed and the results 
attained in the art instruction of 
their pupils, had an album prepared 
by Mrs. Le Prince, late head of the 
Art Department in that school, con- 
taining specimens of work by her 
I pupils in all the branches taught by 
her. The studies thus brought 
together included specimens of char- 
coal drawing, pen and ink sketches, 
ivater-color pieces, designs for wood- 
carving and for china decoration, 
embroidery, line needlework and 
I arti.stic dressmaking, whieli last 
branch is taught both as an art of 
design and as a mechanical handi- 
craft. 'This album formed part of 
I the exhibit which secured the prize 
I at the New Orleans Exposition, ami 
it was much admired at the State 
Educational Exhibition held a vear 
or two ago at Albany. Dr. Feet,' the 
j Principal of the New York Institu- 
tion, was kind enough to lend it to 
our superintendent, at his request, 
to exhibit at the Inter-State Fair, 
wliei'e it attracted a great deal of at- 
tention. 

At the close of the Fair it was 
brought to our school, where it lias 
been inspected by a good manv verv 
I competent judges who have" bceii 
i unanimous in giving high jiraise to 
, the work. Among others, a distin- 
guised ^graduate of the School of 
Design in Philadelphia jironoiuiced 
it fully equal to anything done by 
students there, "and added that •‘she 
I would very much like to know liow 
j C. T. T. filled in his hack grounds.” 

: iVmong those who liave examined 

the work are some of the leadiim 
manufacturing potters of 'I’lenton", 
who were struck with the origin- 
ality and grace of .-ome of the 
designs and who felt that some 
teaching such as these deaf pupils 
have received would be of great 
j henfiet to workmen in their line of 
I business. 'Wliether any thing will 
I come of this or not it is too eai ly to 
tell as yet, but the fact that "tlie 
I work of the New York deaf pnjiils 
command the respectful attention 
of these practical shrewd bmsine.ss 
men is the best possible proof of the 
utility of an art department in a 
school like ours, if established on a 
common -sense ba.si.s. 

Uses !i Type-Writer. 

Mr. James 11. Catoii, of Highland, 
N. Y., is a blind deaf-mute who 
was educated at the New York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 
In convcr.sation, and for eorrespoiid- 
ence witli friends at a distance, lie 
uses a type- writer whicli was jireseiit- 
ed to him by one of the Directors of 
that scliool, and ho is a rapid and 
correct operator. He snjqiorts liim- 
self by cane-seating cliairs, wbicb lie 
was tanglit to do at school. His friends 
keep him posted on the news of the 
day and he is one of the mo.st eiithiisi- 
astic base-ball cranks to he found 
anywhere.

Printers .sometime.s make sad work I 
with their copy, and once in a while 
a tyqio in this ivay unconsciously 
makes a very good joke. An editor 
once headed an account of a Grand 
Army re-union with the line: 
“Battle Scarred Yeterans Meet 
Again I” 'Po his di.sgust and to the 
wrath of the old soldiers, the caption 
appeared in type thus: “Bottle 
Scarred Yeterans.” He wrote an 
erratum for his next issue, but this 
time the type-setter made it read: 
“Battle Scared Veterans.” In 
an account of one of the great battles 
of the war a newspajier writer was 
made to .say that the enemy charged 
gallanlly, “but were repulsed with 
great laughter” — an s being dropjied 
from before the last word. In one 
of the early editions of the Bible by 
a [irinter's error the important word 
not was dropped out of Xo. 7 of the 
Decalogue. 'Phe unlucky printer 
was heavily lined and the whole 
edition (known to collectors as the 
Wicked Bible) was destroyed, except 
a few oo[)ies which were hidden from 
the otlicers of the law, and which 
now bring high prices as cnrio.sities, 
whenever offered for sale. A notice 
of a silver wedding spoke of the 
coiqile as having lived together for a 
quarter of a century in cannibal 
fcrorifi/, meaning connuhial 
felicity. Me have given these 
instances of printers’ blnnders to 
“let down easy” that one of our boys 
who set up the item in the Daili/ 
Bulletin the other day, noticing the 
death of ex-Govenor Hartranft, and 
who changed the clause “He served 
in the war” into “He sewed in the 
roar.” Fancy the gallant soldier, 
in full uniform, “overcasting,” 
“felling” or “hemming” amid the 
din of arms! 'Phe moral is that the 
printers must be careful and see that 
what they set up makes some kind 
of sense. 


I A Good Piece of Work. 

1 Some of the jirisoncrs in the State 
j Prison have made a very pretty 
' model of an engine house. It is 
about four feet square, and about 
three feet high. It was on exhibition 
at the I'air, and everybody who saw 
it was much pleased with it. On 
the ground floor arc the engine and 
ho.se cart, with the harness hanging 
from the ceiling, just as you see it in 
the real engine houses. 'The horses 
arc in stalls at the rear of the build- 
ing. On the second story are the 
rooms of the firemen. 'The walls are 
pa)iered, and the lloor is covered 
with Brussels carpet. 'Phere are tiny 
chairs and tables in the rooms, and 
also blinks for the men to sleep in. 
'Phe house has a Man.^ard roof which 
is covered with something that looks 
like slate. On top of the roof is a 
belfry, with a little bell hung in it. 
Kverythiug is in the right jiroportion 
I and is very well made. 'This little 
house will be exhibited in the differ- 
ent cities of this State and a small fee 
will be charged to see it. 'The pro- 
ceeds will be used to buy books for 
the library of the Prison.

Tlie Part That Our School Took 
ill This Grand Affair. 

The Inter-State Fair, held at 
Trenton from Sept. 3()th to Oct. Ith, 
was u great success in every way. 
The attendance on T'hiirsday the 3d 
is said to have hoon larger than was 
ever known before on a fair ground 
in Now Jersey, there having been 
43,000 people admitted through the 
gates. The displays were very fine, 
especially in the do))artments of 
machinery and of live stock, and the 
other attractions offered to the visitors 
were of a high order, d’he exhibit 
of our school was generally thought 
to be very creditable, and it certainly 
attracted a great deal of attention. 
Nearly 5.000 cards, having on one 
side the manual alphabet and on the 
other a brief statement of facts in 
regard to the school, were distributed 
to visitors. The carpcJitry and slioe 
work was e.xainined (carefully by a 
good many experts, all of whom said 
that it was very good indeed for boys 
to turn out. The samples of work 
sent by adult deaf-mutes were, with- 
out exception, excellent. Throe of 
those who exhibited in our space 
received first prizes. .Mr. Alliert 
llallin, of lloboken, for best 
crayon portrait, Mr. William 
H. Oaldicott, of Kearney, for 
best wood carving, and .Miss h’. C. 
Hawkins, teacher of drawing, &c., 
in this school, for best jiainting on 
porcelain. The i)hotogra])hs sent 
by Mr. Fach, of Faston, were at least 
e(jual in merit to any shown at the 
Fair, but as no prize was offered in 
this depai’tment, tliere was no 
opportunity for competition. 'I’be 
same remark will apply to ti e very 
interesting display of engraving on 
wood made by Mr. (hdlingworth, of 
Philadelphia. Dr. Peet, the prin- 
cipal of the New York Institution, 
and -Mrs. De Prince, late head of the 
Art Department there, kindly 
interested themselves in preparing 
and sending on an album of art 
studies by tlie pupils of that school, 
which also was shown in our space. 
This work, comjn-i.sing charcoal and 
))en and ink drawing, water color 
sketches, original designs for china 
j)ainting and wood carving, fine 
ncodlewo)'k, etc., was much admired, 
and furnished additional proof, if 
any were needed, of the usefulness of 
artistic training to the deaf. 
'I'hrough the kindness of the 
Directors of the Fair, our pupils 
were admitted free on Wednesday, 
and enjoyed their visit very much. 
Mr. Gaffney attended to our stand 
through the week, and sii])e)’intended 
the packing and moving of the goods. 

Mr. Wright was assistant superin- 
tendent at t^ie grounds, and so was 
able to render many .services. By 
the way, he took a first prize in the 
department of antiques, with a set of 
richly carved ros.nvood furniture, 
150^ years old. .Mr. John Guild 
Mnirheid, the energetic and cour- 
teous secretary of the P'air is entitled 
to especial thanks for his kindness 
shown to us in many ways. Mr. 
Coffield, the superintendent of the 
building in which our exhibit was 
shown, was also most courteous and 
obliging. On the whole, we felt very 
much pleased with the Fair, 
and with our own share in it. 
W e hope that next year shall he as 
this, aiHeven more abundant.
